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Funding approved for bridge projects 

Jail population decreases, property tax could see increase

Hickman County Judge Executive 
Greg Pruitt brought good news to 
the magistrates at the meeting of the 
Hickman County Fiscal Court Monday 
night. 

When the fiscal court met on 
June 23, they opened bids for the 
reconstruction of a bridge on Bridge 


Road and the resurfacing of a bridge 
on Cosby Road. The projects were 
to be funded in part by the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet’s 80/20 Bridge 
Program, with the state providing 
80 percent of the funding for the 
projects. The combination of the two 
lowest bids for the road projects was 
$342,392, with Coffey Construction 
submitting the lowest bid on the 


Bridge Road project at $249,400, and 
Smith Construction submitting the 
lowest bid for the Cosby Road project 
at $92,992. 

State funding for Hickman County, 
however, capped out at $166,500, 
which was only 48.6 percent of the 
total cost, leaving $175,892 to be paid 
by the county. 

Judge Pruitt requested more 


funding for the two projects and 
reported Monday night that had been 
provided. The Department of Rural 
and Municipal Aid will add $73,500 
to the previous amount, bringing the 
new amount to $240,000, which is the 
maximum allowed under the 80/20 
Bridge Program. 

The department will send an 
additional $34,000 out of the County 


Road Aid Co-op Emergency fund. The 
new total of funds provided by the 
state is $274,000, which represents 80 
percent of the combined low bids total 
of $342,392 and leaves the county to 
pay only $68,392, which is 20% of the 
total, to repair the two bridges.

Ribbon cutting 
scheduled for 
eLearning Center 

A ribbon cutting has been scheduled for August 1 for 
the West Kentucky Broadband eLearning Center at the 
Hickman County Senior Citizen’s Center. 

According to Hickman County Judge/Executive 
Greg Pruitt, Murray State University’s new president, 
Bob Davies, will attend the opening ceremony with 
the university’s Board of Regents chairman Harry Lee 
Waterfield, Jr. 

The ribbon cutting will mark the opening of an 
eLearning center that will house approximately 20 
computers that the public will have access to during 
regular senior center hours and after hours on some days. 

The center will provide citizens the opportunity to take 
advantage of benefits associated with broadband access, 
and will eventually offer classes on topics ranging from 
basic computer use to job skills training. 

The computers will be refurbished Dell 5760 models 
from the Commonwealth Office of Technology, 
according to Jonathan Baskin, Coordinator of Regional 
Outreach at Murray State University. Baskin is working 
with Hickman County Senior Citizen’s Center Director 
Wendy Stairs and Hickman County Judge/Executive 
Greg Pruitt on the project. 

Baskin said that the program will be funded with grant 
money through December 31, and a sustainability plan 
will be in place then. He also said the program should 
provide an additional part-time job to keep the eLearning 
center open up to 20 hours per week after regular senior 
center hours.

“My hope is that this will 
bring more people in our doors 
to see what we have to offer 
here,” Stairs said last Monday 
about the project. “This will 
also be a great resource for the 
community as a whole.” Stairs 
also said that the room that 
will house the center, formerly 
the Adult Day Care room, has 
had to be rewired and a new 
central unit was installed. The 
eLearning center will fill the 
room left vacant by the closure 
of the Adult Day Care program 
at the center on June 30. 

Two West Kentucky 

Broadband eLearning Centers - 
one at the Fulton County Public 
Library in Fulton and one at 
the National Guard Armory in 
Hickman - opened June 17. 

The project is a partnership 
between MSU, the Kentucky 
Council on Postsecondary 

Education (CPE), and the 
Commonwealth Office of 
Broadband Outreach and 
Development (OBOD). MSU’s 
Office of Regional Outreach and 
Office of Telecommunication 
Systems Management were 

asked to serve as the contractors 
for the memorandum of 
agreement (MOA) between 
the three partners facilitating 
the resources to aid in 
the implementation of the 
broadband plans. Human 
resource management, regional 
relationship building, site 
setup, administrative support, 
and technical advising will be 
provided through the duration 
of the grant, with the intent that 


the communities will take over 
running the sites at the end of 
2014. As stated on the OBOD 
website, Governor Beshear 
established the OBOD and the 
Broadband KY initiative in 
2010 to “identify areas across 
the state that are un-served 
and under-served by affordable 
broadband service. Broadband 
KY facilitates greater 
understanding and partnerships 
to take the steps necessary to 
provide all Kentuckians with 
these critical capabilities.” 

Getting the centers up 
and running requires major 
organizational effort from all 
partners - from sorting out the 
details of the MOA and funding 
to the logistics of finding sites 
to house the computers and 
furniture. Positive results are 
quickly becoming apparent, as 
was demonstrated at the Fulton 
County Public Library center 
grand opening. One community 
member in attendance 
successfully completed an 
online job application within 
15 minutes. “Very rarely do 
you see instant gratification of 
hard work and partnerships, 
but that is exactly what we 
experienced in Fulton County,” 
Gina Winchester, executive 
director of Regional Outreach, 
“and we look forward to seeing 
the impact of all the centers 
in the four river counties.”

Judge Pruitt gave a population 
report for the Hickman County 
Detention Center. As of July 1, 
the population of state inmates 
was 53. That number is three 
fewer than the June average 
of 56, and five fewer than was 
reported at the June 23 meeting 
of the fiscal court, when 58 
state inmates were housed at 
Hickman County Detention 
Center. 

The budget passed by the 
fiscal court last month that 
included continuous operation 
of the jail as a full-service 
detention center noted that 
closure of the jail would be 
imminent if the state inmate 
population dropped. 

“Once we reach the point 
where there are fewer than 50 
state inmates, the fiscal court 
will have to again look very 
closely at whether to keep 
the detention center open and 
functional,” Judge Pruitt said 
in a written address that was

Judge Pruitt mentioned that 
the situation surrounding the 
jail could be confusing to 
the public, and that he wrote 
a column and sent to The 
Hickman County Gazette and 
The Hickman County Times 
on June 26. He mentioned that 
while the address was published 
in the Gazette on July 1, it has 
yet to appear in the Times. 

Judge Pruitt informed 
the court that the state will 
no longer fund the testing 
and maintenance of the 
satellite radio that is held at 
the Hickman County EMS 
building. He said the radio was 
provided by the Department of 
Homeland Security years ago, 
and the state has been paying 
an estimated $900 each year 
for the monthly testing of the 
equipment. The state will no 
longer pay for that testing, and 
the fiscal court consented to

He 
received a memorandum that 
stated each county government 
will now have to pay 12.5 
cents per capita of the county 
population to a special account 
to be “administered by the 
Finance and Administration 
Cabinet to pay for court orders 
entered against counties for the 
defense of the indigent.” 

Hickman County’s required 
contribution to the special 
account is $658. Pruitt 
said that he had contacted 
Representative Steven Rudy 
about his disapproval of the 
amendment. 

Judge Pruitt brought to 
the magistrates’ attention a 
news article that ran in the 
Paducah Sun on June 25 about 
McCracken County’s struggles 
to fund their 911 Emergency 
Communications Services in

the future. According to the 
article, the county’s E911 board 
is considering contracting with 
the Kentucky State Police 
to provide that service. He 
brought the article to the courts 
attention to show that even 
larger counties are having a 
hard time funding emergency 
services. 

Though not on the agenda, 
the fiscal court briefly discussed 
property tax. Magistrate 
Tommy Roberts recommended 
a four-percent increase, from 
14.7 percent to 15.2 percent. 
The projected revenue with the 
higher rate is approximately 
$308,000. An ordinance will 
be drafted and advertised in 
this publication, and public 
hearings will be held before the 
rate can take effect. 

The next meeting scheduled 
for the fiscal court is a regular 
meeting on Monday, August 
11, at 6:30 p.m. in the county 
judge’s office.

AN EMERGENCY ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF CLIN¬ 
TON, KENTUCKY REPEALING § 31.38 OF CHAPTER 31 OF 
THE CITY CODE OF ORDINANCES IN ITS ENTIRETY SO 
AS TO ABOLISH THE POSITON OF CITY ADMINSTRATOR, 
REPEALING ALL CONFLICTING ORDINANCES; AND 
PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY AND EFFECTIVE DATE. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF CLINTON, KENTUCKY AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1. That § 31.38 of Chapter 31 of the Code of 
Ordinances of the City of Clinton, Kentucky shall be repealed in 
its’ entirety and the office of “City Administrator” shall be 
abolished. 

Section 2. All ordinances in conflict herewith are to the 
extent of such conflict hereby repealed. 

Section 3. The provisions hereof are severable. Should 
any section of part of this ordinance be invalid such invalidity 
shall not affect the remaining portions hereof.

Students should check KEES 
accounts for accuracy 


FRANKFORT, Ky. (July 
11, 2014) — Kentucky high 
school students and 2014 grad¬ 
uates should check their Ken¬ 
tucky Educational Excellence 
Scholarship (KEES) accounts 
for accuracy. 

KEES allows students to 
earn money for college by get¬ 
ting good grades in high school 
and for qualifying scores on 
the ACT or SAT. Students 
eligible for free or reduced 
lunches may also earn awards 
for good scores on Advanced 
Placement and International 
Baccalaureate exams. KEES is 
administered by the Kentucky 
Higher Education Assistance 
Authority (KHEAA). 

To check awards and person¬ 
al information, students need 
to use the My KHEAA function 
on www.kheaa.com. If they do 
not already have a MyKHEAA 
account, they can set one up 
using the “Sign In” button on 
the KHEAA home page. 

Students can verify their 
KEES GPA is correct by taking 
the letter grade for each course 
taken during the year and con¬ 
verting it to a 4.0 scale. On this 
scale, an A = 4.0, B = 3.0, C = 
2.0, D = 1.0, and F = 0. AP and 


IB course grades receive one 
extra point, making an A = 5.0, 
B = 4.0, etc. The GPA is calcu¬ 
lated by adding all the points 
together and dividing the to¬ 
tal by the number of credits 
earned during the year. Pluses 
and minuses are not taken into 
account, so an A-minus and 
an A-plus are both worth 4.0 
points. 

In addition to KEES, students 
should check their personal in¬ 
formation: name, date of birth, 
address and Social Security 
number. Students who need to 
have GPAs or other informa¬ 
tion corrected should contact 
their high school counselor. 

If students have problems 
with their MyKHEAA account 
or cannot see their KEES in¬ 
formation, they should call the 
KHEAA College Access Team 
at 800-928-8926.

Don't leave an estate 
with life insurance

My mom is 71 and debt-free. She’s investing $600 
a month in a universal life insurance policy worth 
$250,000 because she wants to leave something behind 
when she dies. What could she invest this money in, other than 
the life insurance policy, in order to leave an 
estate? 

Steve 

Dear Steve, 

This is a good question. You don’t use life 
insurance to leave an estate. It’s a bad idea. 
You leave an estate by saving and investing. 
The only people who will tell you to use a 
life insurance policy to leave an estate are 
life insurance salesmen. 

Unless she’s ill, I wouldn’t keep the policy. 
Instead, I’d do some long-term investing. 

It won’t take long to get to $250,000 
with $7,200 a year. It’s the kind of thing that sounds like it’ll 
take forever, but you’ve got to remember you’ve got growth 
and interest in the equation. I wouldn’t put money into a life 
insurance policy at age 71, unless there’s someone being left 
behind who really needs the money — and it doesn’t sound like 
there is in this case. 

It would probably take about 13 years for the money to turn 
into $250,000. Assuming she’s healthy, I’d rather do that and bet 
on her living. That way, she can leave an estate and avoid the 
expense and rip-off part of the universal life policy.

By the time you’ve saved up more 
money and spent time deciding on a house, the market may be 
down. All you’re looking for in this scenario is a wise, safe place 
to park it and pile it up while you prepare.

Old roads and the older landscapes that surround

■here’s an old 
grocery store buried 
beneath a new 
■ overpass for the 
junction of US highway 51 
and KY 94 on the outskirts 
of Fulton. Well, at least I 
can remember when it was 
still new, around 1986. The 
now long forgotten “Hands 
Across America” had an 
event held over the almost 
finished bridge, hundreds 
gathering to hold hands. 
Across America. Or Fulton 
County for that stretch of 
road. 

That old store was still 
open, with a Standard Oil 
sign out front and an ice box 
holding Barq’s Root Beer 
inside. I had one of those 
and never forgot it. The store 
obscured now twenty-five 
years later, the signage gone, 
the memories shelved. I was 
on familiar old roads last 
week while in town for the 
Fourth. Sunday afternoon, 
and I ramped up KY 94 past 
the old store over the ribbon 
of US 51 and back over next 
to the tracks. Pulled up to 
the gravel lining the railroad 
bed and parked the car. I 
grew up looking at telegraph 
poles and dangly wires, the 
glass insulators still intact 
on most, wishful on some 
others. Western Union, I 


presume. I took a picture. 

No longer do the yellow 
papers come hand delivered 
to doors or from rail side 
offices. The Morse Code dots 
and dashes replaced by more 
instant “lols.” It was cutting 
edge communication long 
before radio was tinkered 
with around Murray. 

Onward towards the 
Hickman County line and 
Kentucky 94 takes the driver 
under a low rail bridge. No 
match for a semi or really 
any vehicle over nine feet 
in height. A novelty now 
in an age of four lanes, the 
picture I took of it received 
more attention and question 
than most when I posted it 
on Map Dot, Kentucky’s 
Facebook page. Similar to 
rail underpasses found in 
Ashland, Cattlettsburg, or 
Russell on the far eastern 
border of the state. Rail 
trumped roads back then. 
And still do at the junction 
of KY 307. 

Water Valley was one 
of two destinations for the 
day. Camp Beauregard 
came recommended as a 
historically significant place 
to document on my travels. 
I had not heard of it before. 
Right across the Graves 
County line is a place named 
for a flood that happened 
once upon a time. Valley 
Watered. Camp Beauregard 


was a Confederate Army 
Camp during the Civil War. 
A monument paying tribute 
to those soldiers stands 
prominent there today, 
along with solider graves 
chiseled C.S.A. under the 
two dates. I took pictures 
and looked around at the 
graves and the scenery that 
would have looked close to 
the same in the eyes of those 
soldiers encamped there. 
Save for the asphalt laid that 
brought me back to Water 
Valley, then on to Wingo. 
Evidence remains they had 
a downtown renaissance in 
Wingo. 

Trees and landscaping and 
nice trashcans and a caboose 
leading to a Rails To Trails 
converted as named. But 
some buildings fell in. Their 
downtown a few historic 
buildings shy of what it was 
just a couple of years ago. 
And being from Hickman, a 
sympathetic view from me. 

I left there and traveled 
58 through Fulgham, 
Clinton, and Columbus. 
Encountered a slow Sunday 
driver in Clinton heading 
my way in front of me. A 
little black eared dog with 
its face in the wind out 
the driver’s side window. 
Chitzu or something. Every 
now and then it would 
look back at me and smirk 
for always having a car in 


the oncoming lane when a 
passing zone appeared. I had 
to follow the smirking dog 
all ten miles to Columbus. 
Part of the park had fallen 
into the Mississippi River 
as of late, according to my 
Uncle Jeff Shell. I wanted 
to see the damage. Sure 
enough, pulling up to the 
familiar Anchor and parking, 
I found it after much search. 
The park crew had done a 
good job of sawing off old 
fence posts and replacing 
with a new rerouted fence 
where a portion of the Iron 
Banks Bluff fell in. I wanted 
to cross the fresh barrier 
and survey closer, but was 
afraid we’d have an entirely 
different column if I did so. 

Headline: LOCAL 

TRAVEL EXPERT FINDS 
RIVER. I found Ice Cream 
at the snack bar instead. And 
one of those new Cokes with 
the name on the side of it. 
“Share a Coke with Matt.” 
Whatever. Kentucky 123 
carried me down to Oakton, 
then Moscow on back roads 
leading just shy of the upper 
bottoms that would have sent 
me to Hickman. But on less 
than Interstate grade road. So 
I opted for the way back to 
Cayce. Then the homeplace 
with the folks sitting on the 
front porch staring at the 
old roads leading to older 
landscapes.
